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Advent, time 
to work for 
just society

ALCALA PARK—The seasons of Ad- 
vent, Dec.3-24, is a time of joyful waiting to 
celebrate the anniversary of Jesus’ birth and 
to share in the glory of his second coming at 
the end of time, while working for “a just and 
compassionate society,” according to the 
director of the San Diego diocesan Center 
for Liturgy and Prayer. 

Advent, Christmas and Epiphany com- 
memorate the manifestation of Christ 
divinity, said Franciscan Sister Joanne Nic- 
gorski, director of the center. “He came as a 
human so we can relate to the divine.” 

Although “we rejoice in remembering the 
historical event of Jesus’ birth, we should not 
focus on him as a baby, but on the Savior 


coming into our human situation,” she told. 


Souther Cross. 

Advent, which begins the church’s liturgi- 
cal year, “is a time to recall that God is 
always withus; he is always Emmanuel,” the 
director explained. This season “presents us 
with the eternal promise that God continues 
to love and sustain us” - an Old Testament 
covenant calling for a faithful response. 

“Jesus is present to us” during both 
tragedies and prosperous times, Sister Nic- 
gorski said. Whether suffering comes from 
disease or natural disasters, “we can be joy- 
ful by relating our suffering to the day when 
we will celebrate in the heavenly banquet,” 
and the bodies of the just will be glorified at 
the second coming of Christ. 

During Advent Christians should become 
more aware they can change the world as 
they “wait and work for a just and compas- 
sionate society” and the end to wars and 
atrocities such as the recent massacre of six 
Jesuit priests in El Salvador, Sister Nicgorski 
said. 

“God is continually being revealed to us; 
the most perfect revelation of God is Jesus,” 
she explained. “We open our eyes to this

Catholic, 
Protestant 
leaders urge 
action on 
drug abuse 


SAN DIEGO — Bishop Leo T. Maher 
and two non-Catholic bishops in San Diego 
have issued a joint statement on drug abuse 
in which they call for prayer, policy formula- 
tion and support for police enforcement to 
overcome a “poison (to) human society.” 

The statement, which urges all people to 
join the fight against “the plague of drugs,” 
was signed by Bishop Maher, Bishop C. 
Brinkley Morton of the Episcopal Diocese of 
San Diego, and Bishop George D. Mc- 
Kinney, pastor of St. Stephen’s Church of 
God in Christ and bishop of the Southern 
Califomia Second Jurisdiction. 

The bishops announced in the statement 
that they are dedicating the liturgical season 
of Advent, which begins Dec. 3, to drug 
awareness. As such they are calling for 
prayers of petition to be offered at “religious 
services in preparation for the joy of 
Christmas.” 

Bishop Maher told Southern Cross, 
“Everyone must get involved and support 
our police who put their lives on the line in 
the fight against drugs. We all must in some 
way put our lives on the line” for this cause. 

In their statement the bishops said, “In the 
war against drugs, the police are fighting on 
the front lines, bravely risking their lives 
each day to win the battle. We are most 
grateful for their actions which are so vital 
in our society’s efforts to overcome this 
grave problem.” 

They said, "The selling and using of illegal 
drugs is a direct attack on the dignity of 
human beings ... and thus on God himself. 

“Therefore, those who manufacture and 
distribute these drugs in a sense murder and 
enslave those who use them. The users not 
only enslave themselves but also the in- 
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‘Pope’s views helped lead to meeting with Gorbachev’

ROME — Pope John Paul II’s placing of 
Marxism and capitalism on the same ethical 
level helped make a papal meeting with 
Soviet President Mikhail Gorbachev pos- 
sible, said the Soviet leader’s top adviser on 
Catholic affairs. 

This shows the new Catholic thinking on 


world issues initiated by the pope, said — 


Anatole Kovalski, expert on the Catholic 
Church for the Central Committee of the 
Soviet Communist Party. 

The decision to hold the Dec. | Vatican 
meeting also resulted from the “new political 
concepts” of the Soviet Union, said 


Kovalski. 

The re-evaluations show that the pope and 
Gorbachev hold many common positions on 
world affairs, although they differ on the 
reasons, he said. 

An interview with Kovalski appeared 
Nov. 25 in the Rome newspaper La Repub- 
blica. The interview took place in Moscow. 

Kovalski praised the pope’s “new way of 
looking at the world, putting Marxist collec- 
tivism and capitalist economics on the same 
plan and placing Catholicism above states 
and systems.” 

The pope’s social encyclical, “On Social 
Concems,” which criticized Marxism and 
capitalism, “contain positions which make a 
dialogue widely possible,” said Kovalski. 


Gorbachev’s new concepts include “sub- 
Stituting dialogue for force, putting man and 
his rights at the center of everything, believ- 
ing in the spiritual dimension of a new 
civilization, which points to a new interna- 
tional morality,” he added. 

“Today it is clear that direct dialogue be- 
tween the Soviet Union and the Vatican has 
become possible because the heads of both 
states are two personalities such as Gor- 
bachev and Pope Wojtyla,” he said referring 
to the pope’s name before his election. 

Although important differences remain, 
“we consider more important that which 
unites us to the pope than that which 
divides,” Kovalski said. 

Kovalski attributed much of the pope’s 


new thinking to his being the first leader of 
the Catholic Church from Communist-ruled 
Eastern Europe. 

“This pope could unite the concrete under- 
standing of the socialist world with the con- 
science of the Western world,” he said. 

A common position held by the pope and 
Gorbachev is the need for a united Europe, 
he said. 

“We and the Vatican say that there is a 
single civilization at the foundations of this 
Europe,” Kovalski said. “The Vatican puts 
the accent on Christianity,” he added. “We, 
while recognizing the important role of © 
Christianity, say that other philosophies and 
cultures have contributed to the formation of 
the European identity,” he said.

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Foster grandparenting changed his life

For Edgar Carpenter, being a foster 
grandparent has changed his life completely. 
“I’m completely occupied as a senior citizen, 
day by day.” 

Carpenter is one of some 75 participants 
in the Foster Grandparent Program run by 
Catholic Charities. The federally-funded 
program consists of volunteer low-income 
men and women over the age of 60 who work 
four hours a day, five days a week in schools 
and medical facilities with children who are 
emotionally, mentally and physically hand- 
icapped. 

The nationwide program will celebrate the 
25th anniversary of its founding next year. 
Catholic Charities has been the San Diego 
sponsoring agent for 15 years, said Sister 
Susann Kernaghan, CHS, program director. 

Sister Kernaghan said the program 
provides “meaningful part-time volunteer 
opportunities (for senior citizens) to render 
support and person to person service to 
children.” 

Sister Kernaghan said she believes the 
program is so successful because 
grandparents “give (the children) love and 
support. They’re not there to get the child 
trouble and the child feels that love and 
warmth from the grandparent.” 

Carpenter, who has been in the program 
for three years, works as a tutor at Our Lady’s 


School, downtown San Diego. Since school. 
began in September, he has worked directly 
with fifth-grader Emanuel Martinez who, 
because of a language barrier; is having 
some difficulty with his studies. Carpenter 
spends four hours a day with the student, 
helping him in math, reading and language. 

“He’s improving day by day,” said Car- 
penter. 

The young student told Southern Cross 
Nov. 17 that he likes having a foster 
grandparent because “he teaches me and is 
good at explaining things.” 

Dr. William Moredock, clinical 
psychologist and director of counseling for 
Catholic Charities, said “the care and 
warmth that emanates from the grandparents 
is invaluable in the children’s lives. It gives 
them a sense that they matter. For the 
grandparents, (the program) is rewarding 
because they are a meaningful part of the 
children’s lives — they’re giving back to 
people who desperately need it.” 

Moredock said he believes the program 
works because the volunteer grandparents 
have a “non-judgmental acceptance” of the 
children. 

Mary Harris, a foster grandparent who 
volunteers her time at the Cavick School in 
El Cajon, for physically and emotionally 
handicapped children, said, “The moment I 
arrive (at the school) I feel I’m special to (the 
children). I put my arms around them to 
reassure them that I’m there for them.”

Bishop Maher will be the principal 
celebrant of the 2 p.m. Mass in Golden Hall 
with Bishop Brom, Bishop Chavez and 
some 30-40 priests of the diocese con- 
celebrating. Bishop Brom will be the 
homilist. 

The bishops of Tijuana and Mexicali have 
also been invited, said Father Richard 
Brown, SJ, pastor of Our Lady of Guadalupe 
Church and coordinator of the event. 

Father Brown said the annual celebration 
is important because it “is a feast for 
everybody and is one of the few times during 
the year we honor Mary outside and through 
the streets of San Diego. It shows the unity 
of the people and our love of the Blessed 
Mother.” 

Following the liturgy, participants are in- 
vited to a reception and dinner sponsored by 
the Guadalupana Confederation at St. 
Mary’s parish hall, National City. 

The annual diocesan celebrations honor 
the Blessed Virgin, who, in 1531, appeared 
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on a hillside near Mexico City to an Indian 
named Juan Diego and instructed him to 
build a church. In order to do so, Diego had 
to prove to the bishop of Mexico, Juan de 
Zumarraga, that his vision was authentic. 


Mary appeared to the Indian again, 
presenting him with roses (which were not 
in season). Diego wrapped the flowers in his 
cloak and returned to Bishop Zumarraga. 
The roses had remained intact and when 
taken from the cloak, an image of the 
Blessed Virgin remained. An adobe shrine 
was built immediately. 


The cloak with the Virgin’s image is cur- 
rently enshrined at the Basilica of Our Lady 
of Guadalupe in Mexico City. 
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In 1754, Pope Benedict XIV authorized a 
Mass to be celebrated in honor of Our Lady 
of Guadalupe on Dec. 12 ever year. She was 
designated patroness of Latin America in 
1910 by Pope Pius X, and in 1945, Pope Pius 
XII designated her patroness of the 
Americas. 


In 1987, the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops raised the celebration of 
Our Lady of Guadalupe to the rank of feast 
in the proper calendar of the dioceses of the 
United States of America. At the same time, 
they also approved proper texts for the feast 
based on those found in the Misal Romano, 
the sacramentry approved by the Mexican 
bishops conference. 
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Bishop Maher

The national polls have revealed that the majority of 
Americans do not favor abortion for convenience, economic 
reasons or sexual determination. In short, they are opposed 
to abortion on demand. 

Faced with this reality, following the Webster decision, the 
political strategists for the pro-abortion advocates made an 
astute, even brilliant decision. They would shift the focus 
from the issue of abortion and place it under the rubric of the 
democratic doctrine of “freedom of choice.” This clever 
appeal to a basic principle of democracy would psychologi- 
cally picture the pro-life voter as almost un-American. 


The bishops of this country immediately recognized this 
intelligent but nevertheless colossal lie and on Nov. 9, in 
Baltimore at the U.S. Catholic Conference meeting stripped 
away all illusion. In defending the traditional teaching of the 
church, they issued a statement that reverberated through out 
the Catholic world: “No Catholic can responsibly take a 
‘pro-choice’ stand when the choice in question involves the 
taking of innocent human life.” 

Just prior to this meeting, Bishop Leo T. Maher made a 
clear statement to the Catholics of this diocese. On Nov. 2, 
in the Southem Cross, he repeated what the California 
bishops already stated, “They (pro-choice Catholics) must 
recognize this is such a vital moral issue that they cannot 
proclaim to be Catholic and ‘pro-choice’... .” 

Thus Bishop Maher’s recent sanction on a public official 
is a logical extension of the teaching of the church. In fact 
such a sanction applies to all Catholics, be they public or 
private individuals. 

The shepherds of the flock have made it clear. It is not only 
a sin to have an abortion or to perform an abortion; it is also 
a serious sin, even a contradiction to one’s Catholic identity, 
to promote the “pro-choice” agenda. It has always been 
taught that if Catholics commit serious sin they may not 
receive the Eucharist until they admit their error and ask God 
for forgiveness. 

If this teaching applies to all Catholics, not just Lucy 
Killea, then why did she deserve a special letter of notifica- 
tion? The answer is simple to a believing Catholic. She is a 
public figure who was making a specific television and 
newspaper appeal not only to non-Catholics but more impor- 
tantly to Catholics within her district to vote for her precisely 
because she is pro-choice. 

For the bishop not to act would only dilute the teaching of 


the church, and the recent statements of the California . 


bishops and the U.S. Catholic Conference. Taken within this 

context, it was a scandal of utmost gravity that had to be 

addressed, not to effect the votes of his flock but to save their 

souls. Bishop Maher was not “heavy-handed,” but coura- 
geously exercising his duty as the Ordinary of San Diego.

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New models for our schools 


The questions facing Catholic schools are questions open 
to anyone these days. Ina time when collaboration and shared 
responsibility are critical buzz words no one is willing to take 
the wrap for moving in a risky or unpopular fashion. Sig- 
nificant change can only be embarked upon if the public is 
behind the move and willing to support a movement aimed 
at the survival of the entire system. 

Bringing in a development person (as the San Diego 
diocesan School’s Office has done) is a remedy which some 
Catholic schools in our nation have found helpful. The secon- 
dary schools in our diocese which are moving more success- 
fully are doing so because they are serious about alerting their 
public to the schools’ needs. There are many corporations, 
organizations and private individuals willing to support 
Catholic education. 

Catholic money, however, is much more limited in San 
Diego County. St. Vincent de Paul and the University of San 
Diego court it on a big-time basis. Their excellent success has 
been due to several people willing to take some pretty risky 
steps. The Catholic community is very proud of their efforts. 

But where does that leave the 48 elementary schools in the 
San Diego diocese that are struggling for survival? Exactly 
how much money will our development people need to raise 
before there is any real impact? 

Who is willing to propose a new model for schools? Ten 
years ago our pastors would have never considered any 
alternatives to the traditional parish school. However, the 
continued pressure of financing schools has created a new 
openness to alternatives. 

Maybe five or six parishes out of 48 can afford to support 
a school without causing a serious financial impact on the 
parish. Enrollment for many hangs around 200, if they are 
lucky, and subsidies diocesan-wide are into the millions. The 
school is a problem that pastors would willingly surrender if 
someone proposed a workable model. Pastors do not want 
Catholic schools to close, but for many the possibility of 
making a difference passed out of their hands long before they 
were assigned to a particular site. 

A new model involves a radical departure from what we 
see today. The entire Catholic community must commit to all 
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Catholic schools if they are to continue to serve a broad-based 
public. No one would support a movement toward a “private” 
system which only serves those in higher socio-economic 
circles. 

In order to realistically consider the restructuring needed 
to accomplish livable conditions for parish and school, all 
parish communities throughout the diocese must declare a 
commitment to a Catholic school system. A shared respon- 
sibility could absolve parishes from financial responsibilities 
they can no longer support. 

Shared responsibility would require specific long-range 
planning which would be accountable to a public focused on 
a successful plan for growth and development. Schools 
which need closing could do so in a systematic way which 
allows all those involved to give input. 

Centralized warehousing, adequate training of personnel, 
uniform pay scales, coordination of federal programs, realis- 
tic planning in relation to maintenance and expansion of 
facilities are all pretty standard givens for effective admin- 
istration. The possibilities for positive outcomes are infinite. 

At present Catholic elementary schools are 48 entities 
which are competing for teachers, students and funds. Many 
pastors are already calling for relief from an impossible 
situation. The principals are close behind. It’s up to the public 
now. No educational leader is going to take up the banner for 
a new model if it means dragging a screaming public along. 
If Catholic schools fail we cannot blame bishops, superinten- 
dents, principals or anyone but ourselves. It is time to respect- 
fully request that new models be explored.

What brought the Wall down? 


Astonishment was the only word for it. Nobody believed 
it would ever happen, and when it did all we could do was 
stare at the TV screen with lumps in our throats and tears in 
our eyes. The significance of what we were seeing went 
deeper than anyone’s words could reach. 

Behind our astonishment was an obvious question: how 
could something so major happen so suddenly, end so quick- 
ly, and be so peaceful? A month ago the Berlin Wall was a 
permanent part of the European landscape. Now people are 
tearing it down with hammers and chisels. In a single 
weekend what had been the major symbol of the Cold War 
became a souvenir. 

There were those who claimed the Wall came down be- 
cause of military pressure, but evidence for that was hard to 
find. The military on both sides of the Wall seemed as 


surprised and moved as the rest of us. If the military had _ 


brought the Wall down, no one was taking the credit or could 
explain exactly how they had achieved this momentous 
result. 

What the television pictures showed were masses of ordi- 
nary people voting with their feet and their bodies. It ap- 
peared to be the combined personal courage of millions of 
people which had forced the East German government, after 
40 years of dictatorship, to listen to its own people. 

It was not our tanks which blasted a hole in the Wall; it was 
thousands of East Germans fleeing their own nation in a 
desperate search for freedom and opportunity. It wasn’t the 
MX missile or the Stealth bomber or Star Wars satellites 
which frightened the East German Communist Party into 
giving up power and promising to hold free elections; it was 
the hundreds of thousands of its own citizens marching in the 
streets, shouting “Democracy now!” 

What we witnessed was another example of people power, 
the remarkable phenomenon of ordinary citizens non- 
violently demanding their rights. We first saw this new 


political technique at work three years ago when the people 
of the Philippines used it to end the Marcos dictatorship. A 
few weeks later, the Haitian people brought an end to the 
Duvalier dictatorship the same way. 

Throughout Eastern Europe and the Soviet Union the chur- 
ches — Catholic, Protestant and Orthodox — have played a 
pivotal role in the people power movements there, just as they 
did in the Philippines and Haiti. The church’s role has been 
obvious in Poland, but it was no less important in East 
Germany. 

An East German pastor whose church was the gathering 
point for some of the marches said, “For seven Mondays the 
Leipzigers marched through the city and called out, “We are 
the People!’ and the Wall came tumbling down.” He added, 
“This peaceful revolution is unbelievable for all of us who 
have taken part, seen and heard it.” 

Next door in Hungary, the Catholic primate, Cardinal 
Paskai, was asked whether he had been as surprised by the 
changes in East Europe as we were in the West. His answer 
was an emphatic “Yes!” He added that he believes the 
momentous changes in Hungary, where the Communist Party 
has voted itself out of existence, were caused by the re- 
dedication of the nation to the Blessed Virgin last year. To 
him events in Eastern Europe can only be accounted for by 
divine providence. - 

It’s easy to dismiss Cardinal Paskai’s analysis as the sort 
of pious thing which bishops are supposed to say, but has 
anyone else offered a better explanation? 4

Bishops urge all to fight drugs

nocent members of their communities who 
become the victims of drug-related crimes.” 

Prayer can be part of the solution because 
it “permeates a person with new strength, 
special inspiration and proper motivation,” 
enabling a person “to renounce what is in- 
human and to choose what is human. ... A 
prayerful person can beat the habit.” 

On Nov. 2 the three local bishops issued a 
joint statement in which they urged all 
people of the community “to join together in 
solidarity in a war against pornography and 
violence.” 

The following is the text of the bishops’ 
Statement on drugs: 

We all should join with the President in 
fighting the plague of drugs, including 
through our prayers for success in ridding 
our communities of this great evil that 
destroys the quality of life in our neighbor- 
hoods and robs the dignity of the human 
person. 

Drugs poison human society; they create 
a culture of death. The selling and using of 
illegal drugs is a direct attack on the dignity 
of human beings. Thus, an attack on the 
inviolability of the human person is an attack 
on God himself. Therefore, those who 
manufacture and distribute these drugs in a 
sense murder and enslave those who use 
them. And the users not only enslave them- 
selves but also the innocent members of their 
communities who become the victims of 
drug-related crimes. 

Saying “no” to drugs is a start but not the 
end to drug abuse. Simply to say “no” leaves 
one in a moral void that can only be filled, 
individually and as a society, by saying 
“yes”. 

“Yes” to the power of the Transcendent 
Being, God Our Father; 

“Yes” to the affirmation of a drug-free and 
a spirit-filled life; 

“Yes” to a society that combats the dealers 
preying on our weaknesses; 

“Yes” to the education in values that gives 
meaning and purpose to our existence. 

The tragedy of drug abuse is not simply 
the statistics of lost lives, increased crime 
and decreased productivity. The tragedy is 
the moral erosion of our society that has 
allowed an abuse of freedom and the 
enslavement of countless men, women and 
children in drug dependency. 

The progress of a people depends upon 
their ideas of morality — the higher their 
standards of virtue, the higher their standards 
of civilization will be. The virtues may be 
natural or supernatural, but virtue must 
flourish to allow civilization to flourish. 
Civilization deteriorates when its roots are 
not planted in virtue. When virtue fails, 
civilization quickly begins to wither. 
Degradation and ruin are generated in the 
absence of virtue. 

Just as drug abuse destroys the individual, 
it can destroy a society. Drug abuse is a 
disease that attacks the moral roots of our 
society leaving our moral integrity at risk. 
Drug abuse creates moral problems and im- 
moral behavior, but it is a physical/psycho- 
logical addiction and therefore treatment 
centers are very necessary. There is need for 
Testoration not only by saying “no” to drugs 
but through family and community support, 
and especially through prayer. 

Prayer permeates a person with new 
strength, special inspiration and proper 
motivation. Prayer is an enabler to renounce 
what is inhuman and to choose what is 
human. Prayer brings about a spirit of 
detachment from drugs. Prayer and reflec- 
tion are of great assistance in allowing a 
person to get in touch with himself or herself 
and escape from drugs. A prayerful person 
can beat the habit. 

Centuries ago, St. Augustine wrote: “Our

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hearts were made for Thee and they are 
restless until they rest in Thee.” Today, many 
people wander in a moral vacuum and seek 
to fill their hunger for the Transcendent 
Being with transparent substitutes such as 
cocaine, PCP, heroin, crack and alcohol. As 
a society we need to say “no” to this false 
promise of happiness and ‘its seductive 
charms. We also need to say “yes” to the true 
hope for all people of every age, Jesus as 
Lord and Saviour. While some may not ac- 
knowledge Jesus, all should be able to affirm 
the basic principles of the 12-step approach 
of AA (Alcoholics Anonymous): “I must 
admit that I am powerless before drugs and 
alcohol. I must believe that-a power greater 
than myself can restore me to sanity.” 


Today we need to tum to prayer as well as 
policy formulation and police enforcement, 
and away from peer pressure. During this 
coming season of Advent we dedicate our- 
selves to drug awareness. Prayers of petition 
should be offered at the religious services in 
preparation for-the joy of Christmas. Our 
prayer must include personal, family and 
societal dimensions, both as prayer of inter- 
cession and thanksgiving. 


Personal Prayer: We must beseech the 
Lord to give our young people the courage 
to say “no” to drugs, to the peer pressures 
that promote drug dependency, and to the 
practice of narcissism. We must thank the 
Lord for those youthful role models who 
refuse to be a part of the drug scene. 


Family Prayer: We must ask the Lord to 
strengthen those families afflicted by drug 
abuse, to safeguard families in areas of drug 
dealing and to heal families with members 
who are in various stages of recovery. We 
thank the Lord for those families who 
promote healthy family life and positive 
moral values in an effort to combat dug 
dependency. 


Community Prayer: We must seek the 
Lord’s assistance in promoting educational 
efforts and individual and family support 
programs, as well as community awareness 
to offer better understanding about the nega- 
tive consequences of drug use and abuse. 


We pray also for those responsible for the 
enforcement of the laws affecting the sale, 


possession and use of drugs. Theirs is the © 


difficult and dangerous task of protecting 
and serving the public by preventing crime. 
In the war against drugs, the police are fight- 
ing on the front lines, bravely risking their 
lives each day to win the battle.

revelation by praying and immersing oursel- 
ves in Scripture” readings which are always 
new when applied to different situations 
each day brings. 

God is also revealed in the ever-changing 
scenes of nature she said. “The immensity 
and constancy of the ocean” with its high and 
low tides, as well as the changing hues of 
trees, “remind us of the paschal mystery of 
Jesus’ dying and rising,” Sister Nicgorski 
said. 

She cautioned against allowing Christmas 
preparation to detract from the Advent spirit. 

Gift-giving should not be considered an 
obligation but a symbol of “the gift of our- 
selves as Jesus was total self-giving,” the 
director said. She suggested cutting back on 
material presents and instead giving one’s 
time to family members and friends in deeds 
such as baby-sitting and running errands.

“Jesus comes again in us when we are 
Christ to others ...by giving whatever is 
asked of us without expecting anything in 
retum,” Sister Nicgorski continued. 

Pre-Christmas socializing can help keep 
celebrators in the expectant Advent spirit if 
they are abstemious in eating and drinking 
and view these gatherings as a foretaste of 
Jesus’ second coming when the faithful will 
be reunited with family and friends 
separated for a time by death, Sister Nic- 
gorski said. 

In a bulletin of the Center for Liturgy and 
Prayer, the director emphasized the impor- 
tance of placing an Advent wreathe in homes 
where the symbol was used before it was 
introduced in the liturgy. 

The wreathe should be made of real 
evergreens and located “where a reminder of 
the (Advent) season assaults the senses
